Vegetable oop 

This rule is for the left-over por- 
tions of the porterhouse steak. The 
bone and “tall” of a steak usually 
go begging at the dinner table, the 
bone perforce and the tall by tra- 
dition. A steak broiled rare has 
much goodness left in it and it 
should not be thrown away. 

Cut the fat from the meat and 
cut the meat of the end of the steak 
into smal! pieces. Trim off any meat 
clinging to the bone, Put meat and 
bone into sauce pan, cover with cold 
water and let stand one hour. Bring 


slowly to the boiling point and sim- | 


mer forty minutes. Add three or 
four potatoes, pared and cut in thin 
slices, 1 large onion minced and 2 
or 3% coarse blades of celery. Boil 
until vegetables are tender, Re- 
move bone and serve. Salt should 
be added when the vegetables are 
half cooked. 

Rub the soup through coarse 
strainer for a young child but chil- 
dren of schoo! age should eat some 
of the meat. As much water can be 
used as desired. The “soup” can be 
in the nature of a stew or a real 
soup with vegetubles and bits of 


pssst Apricot Whi 

One-half pound aslalt antiaaia, 1 
cup sugar, 1 orange, 4 eggs (whites) 
1-8 teaspoon salt. 

Scrub apricots well and let stand 
over night in cold water to cover. 
Stew unti! tender and rub through 
a sieve. There should be 1 cup of 
pulp. Add sugar and juice of orenge 
and cook until thick. Beat whites 
of eggs until stiff and dry with salt. 
Add apricot pulp and pour into a 
deep pan. Put pan in @ larger pan. 
pour in boiling water to three- 
fourths the depth of the whip and 
bake until firm to the touch, about 
half an hour, 

Serve cold with whipped cream or 
sauce made with the yolks of the

Suggestion for Control Made 
by Prominent Magistrate 
at Police Inquiry. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 23-—-Further | 
suggestions for a solution to the vice | 
problem were made by Recorder | 
Geoffrion, one of Montreal's most | 
prominent magistrates, e@t today's. 
session of the police enquiry, now | 
proceeding before Mr. Justice Cod- | 
eree. Mr. Geoffrion continued his) 
criticisms of the “purist” movement | 
and on several occasions indulged itn | 
heated arguments with counsel for | 
the petititoners. He will continue his | 
evidence on Friday. 

Mr. Geoffrion said that the amend- 
ment of the criminal code to create | 
the indeterminate sentence and to’ 
permit magistrates to intern diseased 
people in « hospital until they are 
cured is an urgent need of the exist- 
ing law on vice.
